When metric legisla- 
tion failed to pass in the Congress, the objective was sus- 
pended. We must now reinstate the objective, and also prepare 
a plan to be s ubmltted as a part of the Agency response to 
USIB. Since the Administration Directorate’s plan Is due by 

17 March 1975, would you submit OTR’s plan to the DDA Plans 
Staff no later than 10 March 1976.
